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(57) Abstract: Hie present invention discloses an ultraviolet li^t curable electroluminescent composition and metbod for making 
sucb a conqwsition that may be used to produce an electroluminescent active layer. An active layer is a layer that wh^i incoaporated 
in a suitable device emits lig^t when a voltage is applied. The disclosed composition does not contain any significant amoimt of 
volatile organic solvents that do not become incorporated in the active layer after curing. It is an advantage of present invention 
^ that the dqwsition of the dielectric layer in such a device is optional when the disclosed electroluminescent composition is used to 
^ dqwsit the active layer.
